Heretofore  a  citizen  of  the 
Southwest  who  contemplated

some  book  cheap  plans  that  have  been  designed  to  suit  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  North;  else  build  his  home  without  any  working  plans 
whatever.  The  long  felt  need  of  moderate  priced  plans  suitable  for  the 
Southwefterner  has  now  been  fulfilled  by  the  organization  of  Asso¬ 
ciated  Architects,  composed  of  a  number  of  the  foremost  men  of 
the  profession  in  this  section,  who  have  each  contributed  a  large 
number  of  plans.  From  this  contribution  has  been  selected  fifty 
sets,  and  this  little  booklet  published  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating 
them.

at  present  there  are  a  number  of  books  on  the  market  illustrating 
house  plans.  All  of  these  books  have  an  assortment  of  plans  very 
good,  no  doubt,  of  their  kind,  but  the  kind — that’s  the  point.  A 
casual  examination  of  any  of  them  will  reveal  that  the  houses  are 
designed,  almoSt  without  an  exception,  for  climates  and  conditions 
totally  different  from  those  prevailing  in  the  Southwest.  For 
instance,  moSt  of  the  designs  of  the  Northern  Architects  con¬ 
template  a  heating  system,  basement,  small  veStibuled  entrance,  very 
few  and  narrow  windows,  small  rooms,  small  porches,  with  seldom 
a  balcony  or  airing  place,  narrow  cornice,  Steep  roof,  and  their 
specifications  call  for  material  and  sizes  that  cannot  be  obtained  in 
our  section.

Ju^  as  naturally  as  the  Northern  Architect 
designs  homes  to  suit  the  conditions  of 
the  North,  so  do  we  design  them  to  suit  the  conditions  of  our 
section.  Our  designs  especially  display  the  features  of  broad 
hospitable  entrances  and  rooms,  deep  shadowy  cornices,  wide  airy 
porches,  cool  inviting  halls  and  balconies,  and  the  number  and 
proportion  of  windows.  All  these  general  features,  combined  with 
convenient  and  cozy  but  economical  interior  arrangements,  make 
the  homes  shown  in  this  booklet  especially  appropriate  for  the 
Southwest.

K  man  buy  a  tract  ot 

land  without  seeing  it  and  having  it  measured?  Would  he  pay 
a  good  price  for  a  house  already  built,  without  firSt  looking  it  over, 
going  through  it  and  examining  it  carefully?  No.  Neither  would 
he  violate  the  business  principal  of  securing  plans,  before  letting  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  his  building.  Building  without  firSt 
getting  a  complete  set  of  working  drawings,  which  show  in  full 
precisely  what  you  are  to  get  for  your  money,  is  no  worse  business 
policy  than  buying  a  "ready  built"  house  before  seeing  it.  Of 
course  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  show  the  aCtual  house  before 
it  is  built,  but  it  is  possible  to  show  you  a  correct  graphical  rep¬ 
resentation  of  it,  exadtly  proportioned  to  the  real  house,  displaying 
all  its  exterior  features,  interior  layout,  heights,  depths,  widths, 
breadths,  and  all  its  parts  corredtly  figured. 


Some  people  will  go  to  a  contractor  with  our 
book  and  show  him  a  design  that  pleases  their 
fancy,  and  the  contractor  will  tell  them  that  it  is  useless  to  buy  our 
completed  plans,  as  he  will  draw  them  without  charge  if  he  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  build  their  home.  He  says  nothing  about  specifications, 
and  if  he  is  allowed  to  build  the  home  under  such  conditions,  he 
will  select  classes  and  dimensions  of  material  that  suit  his  notion, 
and  charge  from  $50.00  to  $1  ,000.00  more  than  he  would  have, 
if  he  had  been  asked  to  submit  a  competitive  bid.  Bids  are  not 
competitive  if  the  several  contractors  make  their  estimates  from  one 
set  of  plans  and  specifications  that  have  been  passed  from  one  to 
another,  as  they  will  mo£t  likely  in  the  time  intervening,  agree  on  a 
price.  So  the  only  logical  way  to  overcome  this,  is  to  buy  several 
duplicate  sets  of  the  house  you  have  chosen;  hand  them  to  the 
contractors  at  the  same  time  and  have  them  submit  their  sealed  bids 


on  a  certain  hour  at  the  earliest  time  possible.  The  coSt  of  the 
extra  sets  is  a  mere  trifle  in  comparison  with  what  will  moSt  likely 
be  saved.

ever  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  public  with  com¬ 
plete  working  plans  and  specifications  at  the  reasonable  price  of 
$10.00  per  set,  or  three  sets  for  $15.00.  The  usual  charge  for 
such  service,  is  three  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of  the  building,  and 
two  per  cent  extra  if  a  superintendent  should  be  desired. 


We  do  not  superintend  the  con¬ 
struction  of  buildings  for  the  reason 
that  the  low  price  we  charge  for  our  plans  will  not  permit  of  it. 
In  case  the  purchaser  of  our  plans  should  want  a  superintendent 
and  one  does  not  reside  in  his  community,  we  would  cheerfully  re¬ 
commend  to  him  a  good  man.  However,  for  a  house  costing  less 
than  $5000.00,  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  go  to  the  expense 
of  employing  a  superintendent.

ions  are  given  in  the  clearest  and  most  explicit  manner,  so  that  there 
can  be  no  possibility  of  misunderstanding.

cations  we  furnish  are  for  use  as 
the  basis  for  the  contract  between  the  home  builder  and  the 
contractor.  This  prevents  mistakes,  which  cost  money  and  prevents 
disputes  which  are  unforeseen  and  never  settled  satisfactorily  to 
both  parties.  When  no  plans  are  used  the  contrador  is  often 
obliged  to  do  some  work  he  did  not  figure  on,  and  the  home 
builder  often  does  not  get  as  much  for  his  money  as  he  expeded, 
simply  because  there  was  no  basis  upon  which  to  work.

exadly  what  a  building  will  cod,  as 

stated  in  our  paragraph  on  Ignorance,  it  depends  to  a  great  extent

upon  the  manner  in  which  the  contract  is  let,  as  well  as  the  volume 
of  other  work  the  contractors  have  on  hand.  A  northern  house- 
plan  book  will  show  a  plan  and  print  under  it  in  black  letters  that 
it  will  cost  about  $1,400.00  to  build  the  house,  and  at  some  other 
place  in  the  book  you  will  find  printed  in  very  small  letters  a  notice 
to  add  forty  per  cent  to  their  estimate  as  they  were  made  when 
labor  and  materials  were  not  so  high.  In  fad;  this  is  done  in  order 
to  sell  their  plans  as  they  are  trusting  to  luck  that  you  will  not  notice 
the  small  print.  In  building  from  our  plans  you  will  find  that  as 
many  of  the  houses  will  cost  less  than  our  estimate,  as  above  it.
